"Since A. D. 1844, Jesus Christ, 


our advocate, has been in the most 
holy place of the heavenly sanctuary 
•before the ark of the covenant con- 
taining the ten commandment 
law 


and before the mercy seat pleading 
his own blood as the linal atonement 
for the cleansing of the 
sanctuary 


and the saving of souls of all who 
have confessed their sins since the 
days of Abel to the present time." 
said Evangelist \Vea\er last night at 
the big tent. West Main and Elev- 
enth streets, on the 
subject, 
"A 


Glimpse Into Heaven." 
He declared 


that "without a clear understanding 
of the sanctuary system, as taught 
in the old and new testaments, it is 
impossible to determine the truthful- 
ness or falsity of any doctrine: that 
it is impossible to comprehend the 
gospel plan and fully 
and 
intelli- 


gently appreciate what Jesus Christ 
is to Christianity.'* 


"During the history of the gospel 


plan," he continued, 
"there 
ha^e 


been in operation two phases of the 
sanctuary service, the 
typical and 


anti-typical; the shadowy and 
the 


substantial; mans copy and 
God's 


original; the earthly or visible ser- 
vice and the heavenly 
or imisible 


service. 
The earthly service was be- 


gun by Abel, enlarged by Moses and 
beautified by Solomon. 
As far as 


the eye of man was concerned 
the 


earthly service was first 
and 
the 


heavenly second, because the earthly 
service "was ratified first 
bj 
the 


blood of animals. 
The heavenly or 


permanent service, the only aftectual 


service, was ratified last or 'second.' 
Hence when Christ died, it was said, 
•lie taketli away the first that he 
may establish the second.' The firt>t 
record of the building ol an earthly 
tabernacle service is given in IC.vodus. 
It was to be built strictly after the 
pattern shown Moses by the 
Lord. 


There were two apartments in the

-—a daily and a yearly.

apartment was called 'the holy place 
and had a dailv service. 
The sec- 


ond apartment was called 'the most 
holy' and in this apartment the ser-

daily in the first or holv place. When 
a person had sinned and repented uf 
his &in. he would bring a lamb o: 
soat or turtle to the door of the tab- 
ernacle.

Thus the sin ot the guilty 


i would be transferred from the guil- 
ty one to the innocent victim. Then 
with his own hand the repenting one 
would slay the offering.

this 


the priest would take some of the 
bloo-i of the ik-tim into the first or 
holy place and -sprinkle it before the 
vail and upon the altar. In this way 
the sin of the penitent 
one 
wonid 


figuratheh be transterred into the 
sanctuarv 
"Then came the end 01 the year, 


the tenth dav of the *eventh month, 
when the sanctuary must be cleansed 
of ah the defil'ng sins winch had ac- 
cumulated during the 
entire 
jear. 


This was accomplished bv the lugh 
priest who would cast lots upon two 
animals, selecting one to represent 
Christ and one to represent Satan, 
the scapegoat. 
At the close of the 


day of atonement or judgment the 
high priest would tigurathely trans- 
fer all the sins of the year from the 
holy place to the head of the scape- 
goat. Satan, and he was sent away 
into the wilderness. 
This made an 


end of sins for the year ancLdeaiu-- 
ed the sanctuary.

FORT TO REGAIN AMERICAN 


BUSINESS AFTER WAR 


Organization With Tills Object Grows 


Rapidly in Germany—Appreci- 


ate JS<-w Difficulties. 


Berlin, Sept. 
22.—That German 


business men mean to majte a deter- 
mined effort to recover lost ground 
in Latin-American markets after the 
war is over, is the conclusion that 
may be drawn from the rapid growth 
of the German Economic Association 
for South and Central America. This 
organization, when was only formed 
on Sept. 1, 1915, has already about 
1,200 members, consisting for 
the 


most part of German business firms 
interested in the South and Central 
American trade. 


In an'interview with a correspond- 


ent of The Associated Press the man- 
ager of-the Berlin head office of the 
Association said that it is maintain- 


_ ing but a quiescent existence now in 


view of the fact that no business 
correspondence of Germans with the 
countries in question is possible. 
The society, however, has represent- 
atives, 
usually German business 


men, in all centers of trade in those 
countries; and nearly all them have 
slaved where they were and man-; 
aged, according to last accounts, to 
keep "their business going in some 
way. 
The services of these men will 


bp drawn upon again immediately 
after the war closes to give advice to 
the best ways and means for restor- 
ing German trade. 


That this fight 
to regain 
lost 


ground will not Tje an easy one is 
evident to all German business men,. 
"There are -different views among 
UF," said the manager of the Associ- 
ation, "as to our prospects for re- 
covering this lost trade 
Our excel- 


lent organization with agents eveiy- 
where "who are 
thoroughly well 


equipped for giving us quick and ac- 


curate business reports, 
will be 


»tronKly In our favor. This, together 
with the fact that certain classes of 
German goods held a preferred posi- 
tion in the South and Central Amer- 
ican markets before the war, make 
not* a few of our people inclined to 
believe that we shall recover ground 
rapidly. 


"On the other hand, we recognize 


the fact that new difficulties have 
arisen during the war. The Ameri- 
cans have gone in and have been 
doing excellent and effective work in 
winning South American trade, have 
planted branch banks, and 
have 


greatly 
developed 
tran&portation 


facilities. 
This is one 
difficulty 


which we by no 
means underrate 


Another is found in the fact that 
railways are in some places-ownec 
or controled bv English or Frencl 
capital, and wherever this is the 
case the roads will probably make 
discriminations agamsl German goods 
that would prevent their shipment 
into interior markets in competition 
vt'i British and French goods 
British capital in other forms also 
enjoys powerful advantages in South 
America, and we are calculating thai 
those 
advantages 
will 
be 
used 


against us to a much greater degree 
than before the war. Altogether 
therefore we see that the fight for 
the South American markets will be 
a difficult one for us; it will call jtor 
all our ability m organization, and 
in the manufacture and marketing 
of goods—all the courage that 
-fie 


can bring to our help.'

THE STATE MUSEUM 


GETS 402 SKELETONS 


OP MOUNDBUILDERS 


Columbus, Sept 22 —The remains 


of 402 people were shipped to Co- 
lumbus recently and will be kept 
here in the Ohio Archaeological and 
Historical 
Museum 
The remains 


were shipped from Portsmouth,, O., 
and although the people who at one 
time animated the bodies lived in 
Ohio all their lives, not one of them 
ever saw a train or an electric car 
or light. 
The remains were the skeletons 


of 402 moundbuilders dug up this 
summer at Portsmouth 
by W C. 


Mills, curator of the museum 
The 


mound 
builders' 
village site was 


found five miles north 
of Ports- 


mouth, on the 
farm 
of 
William 


Feurt, and there were three mounds 
within a short distance of the vil- 
lage site. 
According to the curator, the vil- 


lage site 
comprised 
about 
seven 


acres and it is thought that at one 
time several thousand persons lived 
there. 
Rows of remains of tepees 


and fireplaces were found, showing 
that the village was laid out along 
streets 
Moundbuilders, 
in 
so 
far 
as 


known, lived a life very similar to 
that of other Indians, 
except that 


they were slightly more civilized 
than the 
average Indian of their 


time and that they buried 
their 


dead in great 
mounds 
instead of 


placing the bodies on elevated plat- 
rorms, as did most tribes. The aver- 
age moundbuilder 
was of slightly 


smaller statue 
than 
the 
average 


white man of today and he proba- 
bly did not live as long, as the san- 
itary conditions 
among 
which he 


lived were not conducive to< health 
and longevity. 
There were no in- 


dications of sewers or other protec- 
tive measures found in the village 
and infant mortality is thought to 
have been very high. 
Although room is getting to be 


at a premium in the 
museum, the. 


more complete skeletons and many 
of the stone utensils 
and 
instru- 


ments found with the bodies will be 
preserved and given room for exhi- 
bition. It is thought that an addi- 
tion to the museum 
will 
shortly 


have to be built, as the remaining 
space is rapidly being

The other was 26, a real "hobo" who 
had "burned" all over the country. 


The IS year old boy is 
now Jack 
London. The other is Jerry Hogan, 
serving his time in the prison—and it 
is not his first time behind the bars. 
, For fiteen months after their chance 
meeting the two men tramped all over 
the south. Both were "down and out" 
when they met and the older clung to 
the younger because he was interesting 
while the younger 
stayed 
with 
the 
older because of their kindred natures 
in their out-door lives. 
Jerry 
could 
write acceptable stories but Jack had 
not vet begun, but it was all that he 
talked about, according to Jerry. When. 


they were in need of money and the 
"pickings" were 
poor. Jerry 
would 
write a story of the tramp life, sign 
Jack's name to it and sell it for a dol- 
lar or two to some newspaper. 


"Jack wanted to go around the world 


but -I couldn't see leaving the old TJ. S." 
said Jerry. 
"He finally persuaded me 
to go to Argentine with him. We sign- 
ed out of Pensacola but as we were 
leaving the harbor I lost my nerve, 
jumped overboard and swam ashore.
